set out in par. 26 of the answor. In it he 
declines to take notice of the warning as he 
he ays, “‘a right to seek and sail on 

the Coast of Chins, disclaims a wish to 
interfere with Captain Roberts, and de- 
olines to be interfered with.” Aa, ho says 
‘you must be'aware that all abandoned or 
ereliotd property inor on thé high seas is 
open to ealving by the first finder.” 
‘apt. Holcomb here makes as it reema to 
me the fundamental mistake of supposing and 
maintaining in the very presence of tho 
owners that the treasure wos derelict. 
His prepodieads that he has a right to sail 
and seek wheré he jo on the Coast of 
China for property derelict in a legal sense 
no one could gainsay, “Had he found pro- 
porty Sona jide derelict, an abundance of 
cases proves.that.he would only -have been 
bound to resign his acquisition to the true 
owner on a claim being preferred after be- 
ing paid the remunoration duo for his ex- 
poe and the services rendered. He would 
ave had-an indefoasible priority of lien on 
the “res” preserved. It was contended on 
the part ofthe Promovents by the leamed 
Queen's Adyovate that the right of property 
in this treasure, subject to the claims of the 
Promovents, was inthe Crown, But all the 
authorities show that derelict property only 
became the property of the crown as a droit 
of the admiralty, after the lapse ofa year 
and a day, no owner appearing to claim it, 
Thie became the law b eo Statute of 
‘Westminster 3 ed. lat. the caso of the 
Aguila Rob, Ad. Reports vol. 1, Sir W. 
Boott quotes Sir E, Simpson’s notes on Selden 
and says, “By Marino Law the Lord High 
Admira] has the custody of derelicts found 
at sea;” the finder ‘can have no property in 
thom, only a reward for his trouble, eto. The 
salyors must be satisfled for their expense 
and trouble from a sale of the ship and car 
go. In the analogous case of treasure 
trove (Ohitty’s Prerogatives of the Crown, 
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seams to th 

the hull had drifted in‘ and led_to the spot 
where it had sunk, On Joly $lst'the hull 
was found lying porfeotly bare on the bord 
sand. From thif time to'the present the 
Tmpugnants have carried on the work of 
raising the treasure, !intermitted only when
